They sim- 
ply haven't neeri informed that 
running a city .under inflated 
prices is a far cry from the old 
day* when lower taxes were 
more than adequate. The public 
is not conditioned and unfortu- 
nately hold the impression that 
much of its city's expenditures 
goes for graft. Let 'em get along 
on the old budget, they 
say.

are wisely run. A great number of 
them are in dire financial straits. 
Public services will have to be 
trimmed despite the public's de- 
mand for them. Municipal bigwigs 
are poking around for more reve- 
nue.

Instead of facing enlightened 


taxpayers with » sound program 
for more taxes, city officials are 
meeting an obstinate, sullen elec- 
torate who are manning the no- 
tax barricades with all their 
might and main.

was executed at Sing Sing prison 
as an atomic bomb spy for Russia 


The senator quoted the witness 


as saying he attended meetings of 
the Young Communist league with 
Rosenberg and that Rosenberg so- 
licited him "repeatedly" to join the 
Community party. 


Recently Suspended 


The man, recently suspended by 


the signal corps, testified today at 
a closed meeting of McCarthy's 
senate

committee which is probing into 
possible Communist subversion in 
the radar laboratory jit ,Ft. ,Mqn/;

McCarthy said earlier today that 


a number of top secret army docu- 
ments dealing with radar— the key 
in defense against atom bomb at- 
tacks— "turned up" in Russian oc- 
cupied East Berlin and "were used 
by the Communists."

Castle Raps County Officer

Springfield, 111. UP>—Atty. Gen. Latham Castle Tuesday accused 


State's Atty. Scott Hoover of apathy in gambling law enforcement, and 
the Christian County official retorted "politics." 


Castle said he believed a "small 


group" wanted to turn the county 
into a Monte Carlo, "aided and 
abetted by the apathy of law en- 
forcing officials."

He said that offers of aid to 


Hoover last spring when gambling 
was going on- "patently and fla- 
grantly" were spumed. 


Hoover replied that Castle Ig- 


nored a request for help in Feb- 
ruary, later butted into a purely 
local matter and "talks like he's 
got a hole in his head." 


Castle is a Republican, Hoover 


a Democrat. 


In raids last June, state police 


seized £8 slot machines and other 
g a m b l i n g paraphernalia from 
about 50 taverns and cafes in 
Christian County. 


The gambling equipment wa« de« 


stroyed. 
Hoover 
filed 
charges 


against the persons from whom it 
was taken. The defendants plead- 
ed guilty and most paid $100 fines. 
The fines totaled about $5,000. 


Castle's criticism of Hoover was 


voiced in a letter replying to one 
from Gus Vatthauer, chairman of 
the Christian County Board of Su- 
pervisors. 


Asked for comment, Hoover said 


he lacks any assistants other than 
a secretary, and that the Republi- 
can county board refused to give 
him any.

BELGRADE. Yugoslavia," 


UP)—irate Yugoslavs stepped 
up their anti-Western, demon- 
strations over Trieste as 
President Tito today awaited

With thousands of shouting dem- 


onstrators 
storming Belgrade's 


streets, the Yugoslav chief assem- 
bled his top lieutenants for a con- 
ference Tuesday night shortly after 
it was announced that the Big 
Three foreign ministers would con- 
fer Friday In the British capital. 


Not Too Happy 


Although there was no word on 


what the cabinet discussed, it was 
thought Tito might be considering 
sending a special representative to 
press Yugoslavia's viewpoint on 
the ministers. Tito previously had 
called for a four-power conference 
of tht United States, Britain, Italy 
and Yugoslavia to search lor,a so- 
lution of the explosive issue. 


There also was no official reac- 


tion to Russia's surprise demand 
at the United Nations that the se- 
curity council quickly name an 
International governor for-the en- 
tire Trieste territory and make It 
Independent. Informed sources in 
New York, however, described Yu- 
goslavia's U.N. representatives as 
"indifferent but not too happy" 
over the proposal. 


Warn of Trouble 


High Yugoslav officials here con- 


tinued to warn of serious trouble 
to come if Britain and America 
carry out their plan to give th'e 
Allied-occupied Zone A of Trieste 
to Italy. 


Tens of thousands of angry citi- 


zens last night staged Belgrade's 
biggest mass protest so far against 
the Western decision. 


Tito has publicly proclaimed his 


country's determination to send its 
armed forces into Zone A—Includ- 
ing the strategic port city of Tri- 
este—if and when Italy takes over 
the area.

sympathetic association with spies 
or saboteurs. 


4. Advocacy of use of force or 


violence to overthrow the govern- 
ment. 


5. Membership In, or affiliation 


with, or sympathetic association 
with, any group which is totali- 
tarian, Fascist, Communist, or sub- 
versive, etc. 


6. Intentional, unauthorized dis- 


closuie to any person of security 
Infoimation, etc. 


7. Performing his duties so as 


to serve the intciests of another 
government in preference to Amer- 
ican interests.

A new process developed after 


three years of research by food 
technologists at the University ol 
Illinois, is that of dehydration of 
sweet corn. This will have its 
greatest use in army rations. It 
will be useful in case of war, tor- 
nado or flood, when thousands of 
people sometimes have to be fed 
under disaster conditions. In the 
process, corn is cut from the cob 
in a good, fresh stage and ia 
cleaned and blanched in steam for 
two minutes. It's then air-cooled to 
room temperature, dipped into a 
sulfite solution to prevent browning 
and put into the drier. Drying is 
done in two stages. Now research 
is being done on the drying of lima 
beans. Valuable information is ob- 
tained by the research being con- 
ducted today. If we expect to cut 
our surplus food, we. must increase 
research and education.

Both during his government duty and his private busi- 


ness service, the new secretary appears also to have won the 
regard of "top union leaders. They say they found him fair 
and reasonable when he was negotiating for department- 
store . management. 
Mitchell himself said he felt he got 


along well with union men. 
Not too many of these responded with favorable com- 


ments upon his appointment, but Walter Reuther, head of 
the.CIO, did. He credited Mitchell with a "good reputation 
in Jabor circles, and he offered him "every cooperation 
i: 


strengthening the-Labor Department 
; 


. Mitchell's task will not be easy. He inherits the un- 


happy-situation left by the resignation of Martin Durkin, 
and must try to build anew.

Durkin quit because he said the president broke an 


agreement with him regarding proposed changes in the Taft- 
Hartley law But evidence indicates his real grievances were 
deeper, and that they grew out of constant rebuffs he suf- 
fered on matters of his department budget and suggested 
appointments. From these, Durkin. acquired a sense of iso- 
lation and futility in his job. 
. 


Whose fault this situation was we shall not go into here. 


It's enough to say that Mitchell is unlikely to suffer the same 
handicaps. Thus he should be better placed than Durkm to 
manage his department not as a narrow, isolated partisan 
of organized labor, but as a spokesman for all workingmen, 
dealing with their problems against the broad backdrop of 
the whole public interest. 
In this setting, he may now move to consider, possible 


changes in the controversial Taft-Hartley act, and other 
Issues pressing for action in the labor field. 


Tragic Lesson for Schools 


It goes without saying that the whole country feels a 


deep sympathy for. the family of kidnaped and murdered 
Bobby Greenlease of Kansas City. 


At the same time, it is stricken with horror at the in- 


credible wickedness of the crime. All decent citizens must 
hope that the full measure of justice is meted out to the per- 
petrators of this senseless, callous adventure in human ab- 
normality. 


We may express satisfaction that the FBI and the local 


and state police performed so ably in the case, capitalizing 
alertly on their tips and moving in fast to apprehend the ab- 
ductors. Only an ignorant, stupid criminal would ever com- 
mit this crime today since a quick examination of the FBI's 
record of arrests would discourage any shrewd man. 


But the police work in the end is little consolation to 


Bobby's bereaved family. Their six-year-old son is dead. The 
real lesson his death holds for the nation is this: schools 


, everywhere in the land should know now and hereafter never 


to release a child to the care or custody of an unknown per- 
son until his identity has .been established beyond all doubt. 
Had Bobby's school simply telephoned his home to check, his 
life would have been saved.

than a hand-to-mouth living. 


Aside from some other considerations, Mr. Vin- 


son, a Kentucky wool-hat and an eartfty fellow, had 
been a horse-player all his life and was a poker- 
player who would bet them higher than a tom-cat's 
back when he held the cards or figured that he 
could make the ribbon-clerks think he held them, 
though he hadn't even paired. 


The late Kvander Phocian Howard, a fabulous 


person who literally practiced blackmail by flat-

and the underworld, laid it down flatly many years ago that "All boss 
players must die broke."
